Produces no Effect oil ilurbln. 


At half past two yesterday, the jury 


in the Dnrbin murder 
case filed 


slowly into the court room, after hav- 
ing been out twenty hours, and 
announced that they had found a 
verdict, and were ready to deliver it 
to the court. 
Judge Hughes at 


once suspended proceedings to re- 
ceive it, while the spectators who 
bad pitiently 
waited to hser it, 


listened breathlessly for every word 
The verdict read that the jury had 
found the defendant guilty, and fixed

bis punishment s,t twenty-one years 
in the penitentiary. Judge Hughes 
after the usual inquiry,' is this your 
verdict gentlemen*'" and receiving 
an answer in the affirmative, dis- 
charged tbe body with thanks for 
their patience rand assistance in tne 
tedious trial. Tbe attorneys for Dur- 
bin at once entered a motion for a 
new trial, and shortly nfter it was 
rumored that the prosecution would 
confess tho motion, and allow anoth- 
er trial. However, towards evening 
Mr. Johns asked that the prisoner be 
brought in. When he reached tbe 
court room, Attorney Johns (.rose and 
stated that they would withdraw the 
motion fbr a new trial.

Throughout tbe 
trial he has conducted himself as one 
perfectly indifferent to the sensibili- 
ties of mBB, and with an air of a per- 
son who considers the murder of a 
harmless babe as an every day oc- 
currence. After receiving bis sen- 
tence he was removed to the jail un- 
til his removal to Joliet. 


The people anxiously awaited tbe 


verdict yesterday, and there was con- 
siderable goess work as to how tbe 
jnrors stood and the final result In 
conversation with a member of the 
jury yesterday afternoon, n REVIEW 
reporter learned that hanging was 
not considered at all
